operative system exactly the form of 
I business combination they need.

.Now, whatever the state may do to­ 
ward improving the practice of agri­ 
culture, it is not within Hie sphere of

farmers' business or reconstruct the 
social life of farm ing communities. 
It is, however, quite within bs power 
to use its influence and the machinery 
of publicity which it eau control for 
calling public attent iou to the needs 
and the facts. 
For example, it is the 
obvious duty of the government to call 
the attention of farmers to the grow­ 
ing monopolization of water power. 
The farmers, above all. should have 
that power, on reasonable terms, for 
cheap transportation, for lighting their 
homes and for innumerable uses In 
the daily tasks on the farm. 
Farmers’ Own Work Needed. 
It would lie idle to assert that life 
on the farm decuples as good a posi­ 
tion in dignity, desirability aud busi­ 
ness results as the farm ers might 
easily give it if they chose.

COMMISSION'S REPORT, 


More Profit and Satisfaction to 


Farmers Should Result 


From Its Work. 


Washington, 
Feb. 
9. — 1'resident 


Hooscvclt «cnt tu congress today a 
-upecia! message transmitting the re- 
port of the country life commission, 
appointed by him to invpstlgiite the 
i-nnilltlinui of life on the farms, of OIL- 
-country and to malic rccouirneudn Uous 
of ways and means whereby (arm life 
«oay be lunde more vcmuuerative and 
attractive. 


In the naessuge the president lays 


stress upon the fact that the farmers 
and their families are the stay and 
•trength of the country and that what- 
ever tends to make their lives less 
burdensome or unattractive is ueces 
»«ry to the interests of the nation. 
He praises the work of the members 
of the commission, who. as he says, 
have labored without pay and do not 
now ask compensation for their work. 
The only recommendation in the me»- 
*age Is the request for an appropria- 
tion of $25.000 to enable the commis- 
sion to digest the material It has col- 
lected and put it in such shape that 
It will be available for the nation. 


In an appendix to the message, pre- 


cedlns the report of the commission. 
the president comments on the replies 
made by a Missouri farmer to the ques- 
tions asked by the commission. "To 
the question, 'Is the supply of farm la- 
Ixw In your neighborhood satisfacto- 
ry?' the answer Is, -No, because the 
p**ple- have gone out of the baby busi- 
ness,' and when asked as to tbe reme- 
dy h« answers, 'Give a pent Ion to 
•very mother who gives birth to seven 
living boys on American soil.' "•
